POLICE  BOAED. 

By  the  Act  10th,  Geo.  IV.  (1829),  "  For  better  paving,  cleansing,  lighting, 
watching,  and  improving  the  Streets,  Lanes,  and  other  Public  Places  and  Pas- 
sages within  the  City  of  Aberdeen,  and  certain  grounds  adjacent :  for  regulating 
the  Police  thereof,  and  for  supplying  the  Inhabitants  with  water,"  the  city  and 
suburbs  are  divided  into  Nine  Wards,  each  of  which  returns  two  Commissioners, 
who,  with  four  ex  officiis  Commissioners,  are  entrusted  with  carrying  the  Act 
into  effect.  The  qualification  of  electors  is  the  occupation  of  premises  within 
the  respective  wards  assessed  under  the  Act,  and  valued  at  not  less  than  £5  of 
yearly  rent.  The  Commissioners  are  chosen  from  the  electors  occupying  premises 
in  the  Ward  assessed  under  the  Act,  of  the  yearly  value  of  not  less  than  £15,  and 
being  likewise  resident  in  the  ward. 

The  election  takes  place  on  the  Second  Thursday  of  October,  biennially.  The 
next  election  is  in  1861.

Letters  for  the  following  Counties  in  England  and  Wales,  viz. : — ^Norfolk, 
Suffolk,  Huntingdon,  Cambridge,  the  southern  portions  of  Bedford  and  Bucking- 
ham, Hertford,  Berks,  Sussex,  Hants,  Wilts,  Dorset,  Somerset,  Devon,  Cornwall, 
and  Essex,  Kent,  Surrey— with  the  exception  of  those  places  in  the  vicinity  of 
London,  regarded  as  "  London  District," — Pembroke,  Carmarthen,  Glamorgan, 
Monmouth,  are  on  Saturday  forwarded  by  the  mail  made  up  at  11  50,  a.m.,  onli/ 
provided  the  entire  postage  is  prepaid  by  means  of  postage  stamps  affixed. 

On  Sundays  the  Office  is  opened  for  the  delivery  of  letters  from  9  to  10,  A.M., 
and  from  1-30  to  2-20,  p.m.,  and  on  Sacramental  Fasts  from  9  to  10,  a.m.,  and  from 
4-30  to  5-30,  P.M. 

Money  Order  Of5.ce  open  every  day  from  9,  a.m.,  to  6,  p.m. — Sundays  and 
Sacramental  Fasts  excepted. 


INLAND  POSTAGE  REGULATIONS. 

Iietter  Postage. 

The  rate  of  postage  on  all  inland  letters  is  regulated  by  weight,  irrespective 
of  distance,  and  (with  the  exceptions  afterwards  mentioned)  is  as  follows,  if  paid 
in  advance : — 

Letter  weighing  not  more  than  5  oz Id 

„  „  more  than  i  oz..  but  not  exceeding  1  oz.    ...        2d 

„  „  more  than  1  oz.,        ,,  ,,  2  oz.    ...        4d

and  so  on,  twopence  being  charged  for  every  additional  ounce. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  postage,  if  not  paid  in  advance,  is  double  the  fore- 
going ;  and,  if  the  payAent  in  advance  be  insufficient,  double  the  deficiency  is 
charged. 

There  is  no  limit  to  the  weight  of  paid  letters,  but  impaid  letters  must  not 
exceed  4  oz.,  and  no  inland  letters  or  packets  must  exceed  24  inches  in  length, 
breadth,  or  depth.  The  only  exceptions  to  these  regulations  are  in  the  case  of — 
1.  Addresses  to  Her  Majesty — 2,  Petitions  to  either  Houses  of  Parliament,  for- 
warded to  any  Member  of  such  House  without  cover,  or  in  covers  open  at  the 
ends — 3.  Printed  votes  or  proceedings  of  Parliament — 4.  Letters  or  packets  to  or 
from  public  departments  or  pubUc  officers  in  her  Majesty's  Service — 5.  Letters, 
&c.,  to  or  from  certain  places  abroad. 

If  the  Stamps  affixed  to  letters  are  mutilated  or  defaced,  the  letters  will  be 
liable  to  the  unpaid  rate. 

A  Stamp  which  has  been  cut  from  an  envelope  and  affixed  to  a  letter,  entitles 
it  to  pass  free  of  charge.

Be-directed  Letters  are  charged  an  additional  postage  for  each  re-direction 
according  to  the  Prepaid  Scale.         '* 

When  the  value  of  Stamps  on  a  letter  is  less  than  the  amount  of  the  post- 
age to  which  it  is  liable,  the  letter  will  be  charged  double  the  amount  of  such 
difference  on  delivery,  but  letters  exceeding  in  weight  four  ounces,  on  whicli 
three  quarters  at  least  of  the  postage  is  not  prepaid,  will  be  charged  with  double 
the  amount  of  the  differeiice  between  the  stamps  affixed  and  the  prepaid  rates,  and 
be  either  detained  and  opened,  and  returned  to  the  sender,  or  forwarded  at  the 
option  of  the  Postmaster  General. 

All  persons  sending  letters  by  the  Post  unpaid,  which,  from  any  cause  what- 
ever, cannot  be  delivered  to  the  parties  to  whom  they  are  addressed,  are  liable 
to  pay  the  postage  charged  thereon,  which  may  be  recovered,  with  costs,  by  sum- 
mary proceediniis  before  a  magistrate. 

By  the  1st  Victoria,  cap.  36,  sec.  2,  any  person  illegally  conveying  Letters, 
incurs  a  penalty  of  £5  for  every  offence,  and  £100  for  every  week  the  practice  is 
continued.  The  sender  also  incurs  a  penalty  of  £5  for  every  offence,  with  full 
costs  of  suit. 

Peffiodical  Pulslications,  inclxidiiig  Ne-wspapess. 

Periodical  Publications,  including  Newspapers,  pubUshed  in  the  United  King- 
dom, at  intervals  not  exceeding  thirty-one  days,  and  which  bear  an  unpressed 
stamp  or  stamps  denoting  the  stamp  duty  (of  the  kind  formerly  confined  chiefly 
to  Newspapers)  may  be  transmitted  or  re-transmitted  through  the  post  within  the 
United  Kingdom  free  from  postage,  under  the  following  regulations,  viz.: — 

They  are  subject  to  the  same  restrictions,  with  regard  to  the  number  of  sheets 
and  superficial  extent,  as  were  lately  applicable  only  to  Newspapers,  properly  so 
called.    These  restrictions  are  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

The  impressed  stamp  on  each  pubUcation  must  be  at  least  of  the  value  of 
one  penny. 

The  title  and  date  must  be  printed  at  the  top  of  eveiy  page. 

The  publication  must  be  folded  so  that  the  whole  of  the  stamp  or  stamps 
denoting  the  full  duty,  shall  be  exposed  to  view;  and  when,  in  the  same  cover 
there  ai  e  more  than  two,  it  will  be  sufficient  if  they  are  so  arranged  as  readily  to 
admit  of  examination. 

The  publication  must  not  be  printed  on  pasteboard  or  cardboard,  or  on  two 
or  more  thicknesses  of  paper  pasted  together,  nor  must  any  pasteboard,  card 
board,  or  such  pasted  paper  be  sent  with  it  as  a  back  or  cover  thereto,  or  other- 
wise. 

It  must  be  posted  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  publication. 

It  must  either  have  no  cover,  or  a  cover  open  at  the  ends. 

It  must  contain  no  enclosvu'e. 

No  mark  or  writing  is  allowed  but  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to 
whom  it  is  sent,  nor  anything  on  the  cover  but  such  name  ami  address,  the 
printed  title  of  the  publication,  and  printed  name  and  address  of  the  pubhsher  or 
vendor  who  sends  it. 

If  addressed  to  any  one  within  the  free  delivery  of  the  place  where  it  is 
posted,  a  postage  stamp — Id. — must  be  affixed,  otherwise  it  will  be  charged  2d. 
on  delivery. 

Unstamped  publications,  or  stamped  publications,  which  have  been  issued 
more  than  fifteen  days,  can  be  forwarded  Avithiu  the  United  Kingdom,  and  to  the 
Colonies,  under  the  regulations  of  the  Book  Post. 

Newspapers  and  other  Periodicals,  published  in  the  Islands  of  Guernsey, 
Jersey,  Alderney,  Sark,  Isle  of  Man,  will  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as 
those  which  are  published  in  other  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Registration  of  I^etteirs,  &c. 

By  the  prepayment  of  a  fee  of  Sixpence  (which  must  be  made  not  m  Money. 
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but  by  affixing  stamps)  letters,  books,  or  other  packets  payinj?  ordinary  postage 
may  be  registered.  This  will  make  their  transmissiou  more  secure,  by  readeriag 
it  practicable  to  trace  them  from  their  i-eceipt  to  their  delivery.

The  postage  must  be  fully  prepaid,  by  means  of  postage  stamps  affixed. 

Every  packet  must  either  have  no  cover,  or  a  cover  open  at  the  ends.  It 
may  contain  any  number  cf  separate  books  or  other  publications,  prints  or  maps, 
and  any  quantity  of  paper  parchment,  or  vellum,  either  printed,  written,  plain,  or 
any  mixture  of  the  three ;  together  with  whatever  is  necessary  for  the  safe  trans- 
mission of  literary  matter,  or  usually  appertains  thereto  ;  to  the  exclusion  of 
letters  or  any  enclosure  sealed  or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection,  or  any 
communication  ot  the  nature  of  a  letter  written  in  any  such  packet  or  on  its 
cover.  Entries,  however,  merely  stating  who  sends  the  book,  &e.,  or  to  whom  it 
is  given,  are  not  regarded  as  a  letter. 

If  a  packet  be  not  sufficiently  prepaid  with  stamps,  but  nevertheless  bear  a 
stamp  of  the  value  of  one  rate  (Id.)  it  is  forwarded,  charged  with  the  deficient 
book  postage,  together  with  an  additional  rate  of  a  per.ny,  but  any  packet  which 
bears  no  postage  staoop  is  charged  with  the  "  unpaid"  letter  postage.

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  NEWSPAPER  EEGULATIONS. 

Newspapers  sent  abroad  are  liable  to  the  same  regulations  as  Newspapers 
circulating  (under  the  Newspaper  privilege)  through  the  United  Kingdom,  ex- 
cept that,  before  going  abroad,  the  name  of  the  Newspaper  must  have  been 
registered  at  the  General  Post  Office,  and  that,  instead  of  requiring  to  have  an 
impressed  stamp,  each  Newspaper,  if  sent  to  a  British  Colony,  is  liable  te  a  postage 
of  one  penny  (which  must  be  prepaid  by  a  postnge  label  or  in  money),  together 
with  an  additional  postage  (as  shown  in  the  Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign  Post- 
age) when  the  Newspaper  has  to  pass  through  a  foreign  country.  When  posted 
unpaid,  they  are  retained  at  the  Returned  Letter  Office  for  one  week,  and  if  the 
postage  still  remains  unpaid,  they  are  destroyed.  In  aU'cases  of  Newspapers 
going  abroad,  the  impressed  stamp  stands  for  nothing. 
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B. — Whei'e  the  letter  B  is  prefixed  to  the  Book  Post  rate,  no  packet  must 
exceed  3  lbs. 

G.U. — According  to  the  regulations  of  the  German  Customs'  Union,  no  Lettef 
exceeding  50  grammes  (a  little  more  than  I5  oz  )  in  weight,  and  containing  any 
other  enclosure  than  paper,  can  be  allowed  to  circulate  by  the  post.  Any  Letters, 
then,  forwarded  in  the  Mail  to  Prussia  above  that  weight,  and  containing  any 
other  enclosure  than  paper,  will  be  liable,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Prussian  frontier, 
to  be  stopped,  and  sent  to  the  Custom  House  for  delivery  as  freight. 

Routes. — When  the  route  by  which  a  Letter,  <fec.,  is  to  go  is  not  marked  oil 
it,  it  will  under  ordinary  circumstances,  be  sent  by  the  route  immediately  follow* 
ing  the  name  of  the  place  in  the  foregoing  table. 

Non-commissioned  oflBcers,  private  soldiers,  or  seamen  serving  abroad,  can 
receive  letters  for  a  postage  of  Id,  provided  the  letter  weigh  not  more  than  half 
an  ounce,  the  postage  be  prepaid,  and  the  direction  distinctly  specify  the  rank  or 
class  of  the  soldier  or  seamen,  and  the  ship  or  i-egiraent  to  which  he  belongs;  but 
if  any  such  letters  have  to  pass  through  a  Foreign  Country,  they  are  subject,  in 
addition,  to  the  Foreign  Rates. 

Exceptional  Rates  of  Postage. — Rates  of  Postage  chargeable  upon  News- 
papers, Books,  and  other  Printed  Papers  to  Belgium,  France,  Algeria,  or  the 
French  Offices  in  Turkey,  Syria,  and  Egypt ;  which  rates  must  be  paid  in  ad- 
vance.

Periodicals  not  of  daily  publication,  issued  in  the  shape  of  pamphlets,  may- 
be sent  to  Holland,  Prussia,  the  United  States,  California,  and  Oregon  at  the 
following  rate,  which  must  he  prepaid ;  not  exceeding  2  oz..  Id;  2  oz.,  and  not 
exceeding  3  oz.,  6d;  3  oz.,  and  not  exceeding  4  oz.,  8d;  with  an  addition  of  2d 
for  every  additional  ounce,  up  to  16  ounces,  above  which  weight  the  privilege  does 
not  extend ;  and,  at  the  same  rate  of  postage,  pamphlets,  even  though  they  are 
not  periodicals,  may  be  sent  to  the  United  States,  if  not  exceeding  8  oz.  Other* 
printed  books  to  those  places  are  liable  to  letter  rate  of  postage.  Upon  pamphlets 
sent  to  the  United  States  there  must  be  no  writing  except  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  persons  to  whom  they  ai'e  sent. 

Registration  of  Letters,  &c. — The  fee  chargeable  for  registering  a  letter 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  postage,  both  of  which  must  be  prepaid,  wiU  be  found 
against  each  country  in  the  Table  of  Foreign  and  Colonial  Postage. 

If  Where  this  sign  is  made  use  of  in  the  columns  of  Registration  Fees  in  the 
Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign  Postage,  it  signifies  that  the  letters  can  only  be 
registered  with  certainty  to  the  Port  of  Dispatch. 

Newspapers  and  Book  Packets  must  always  be  prepaid  in  stamps ;  the  pre- 
payment of  Letters  sent  abroad  may  be  made  in  money  or  in  English  postage 
stamps. 

Warm  Climates. — The  practice  of  sealing  Letters  passing  to  and  from  the 
East  and  West  Indies,  and  other  Warm  Climates,  with  wax  (except  such  as  is 
specially  prepared)  is  attended  with  much  inconvenience,  and  frequently  with 
serious  injury  to  the  Letters,  in  consequence  of  the  melting  of  the  wax,  and  adlie- 
sion  of  the  Letters  to  each  other ;  the  public  are  therefore  recommended,  in  all 
cases,  to  use  wafers  in  preference  to  wax  in  securing  their  Letters  sent  to  India, 
or  other  warm  climates,  and  also  to  advise  their  correspondents  in  those  countries 
to  pursue  the  same  course.

The  last  word  in  the  A  ddvess  of  every  letter,  &c  ,  should  be  the  name  of  the 
tovni  to  which,  or  near  to  which,  the  letter  is  sent ;  except  when  the  Post-Office 
at  that  town  is  only  a  Sub-office,  in  which  case  the  Head  Office  to  which  this 
Office  is  subordinate  must  be  added  ;  and  except  also  that  where  there  are  two 
Post  Towns  of  the  same  name  the  county  must  be  given.
